little bit to cover all the problems of 
fruit cake making, but year in and 
year out I receive letters asking: 
“Why does my fruit cake sink to the 
hottom of the cake?” And in my own 
kitchen I have seen different assist- 
ants, and some years back myself, 
turn out fruit cakes the bottoms of 
which have a number of broken places 
or actual holes because the fruit has 
stuck to the bottom of an unpapered 
tin. 

It is always best to line a fruit tin 
with paper. Rarely when the cake is 
cold will fruit stick to that when it is 
peeled off. When hot certain fruit 
cakes will easily. break into. many 


parts, up or down or across, whereas 
these same cakes become quite solid 
and easy to slice in thin slices when 
they are cold, or after they have 
ripened. Trying to handle such a 
ake much when hot is to invite fail- 
ure. 


from sinking to the bottom of a cake 
is to flour it perfectly, and then sift 
off the flour. One tablespoon of flour 
will flour several cups of fruit and 
there will still be some to shake and 
sift off. If too much is used and it 
is not shaken and sifted off there 
may be bunches of raw flour next the 
fruit of a slice.

_— fruit will not sink to the bottom, 
is that they use too hot an oven. 
Boiling temperature is 212 degrees. 
We rarely try to bake a cake in any- 
thing below 300 degrees, but some 
kinds of cake need a hotter oven than 
this, at the start, but only briefly. 

If a fruit cake is put into a 400 de- 
gree oven, and kept in it the sides 
goon set and as the batter heats 
through and gets hotter and hotter it 
actually boils. Because it contains 
ehortening that melts and sugar that 
dissolves a hot batter may be too thin 
to hold up fruit, and so goes to the 
bottom and the larger the pieces of 
fruit, the more likely they are to go 
down, yet these large pieces are at- 
tractive in slices, far more so than 
finely ehopped fruit, 

One positive proof that the fire has 
been too hot is seen when the sides 
of the cake are set and stiff and low

Says Ghandi in New 
_ Message to Hindus 


AHMEDABAD, Nov. 6.—A fine dis- 
tinction between killing and nonkill- 
ing, in which the “ separation of the 
suffering soul from a diseased body” 
is justified, is made by Mahatma 
Gandhi in his new book, “ Young 
India.” | 

The writer states: “Just as a sur- 
geon does not commit ‘himsa’ (kill- 
ing), but practices the purest ‘ahimsa’ 
(nonkilling), when he wields his knife 
on his patient’s body for the latter's 
benefit, similarly one may find it nec- 
essery under certain imperative cir- 
cun:stances to go a step further and | 
sever life from the body in ane interest . 
of the sufferer. 


“It may be objected that whereas 
the surgeon performs his operation ‘to | 
Save the life of the patient, in the 
other case we do just the reverse. But 
on a deeper analysis it will be found 
that the ultimate object sought to be 
served in both cases is the same, viz., 
to relieve the suffering soul within 
from pain. In the one case you do 
it by severing the diseased portion 
from the body. In the other you do it 
by severing from the soul the body 
that has become an instrument of tor- 


“In either case it is the relief to 
the soul within from pain that is 
aimed «t, the body without the life 
within oveing incapable of feeling 
either pleasure or pain. 


“Other cases can be imagined in 
which not to kill would spell ‘ himsa,’ 
while killing would be ‘ahimsa.’ Sup- 
pose, for instance, that I find my 
, daughter—whose ‘wish at the moment 
I have no means of ascertaining—is 
threatened with violation and there is 
no way by which I can save her. 
Then it would be the purest form of 
‘ahimsa’ on my part to put an end 
to her life and surrender myself to 
the fury of the incensed ruffian.” |

Rats head the list for being the most 
destructive animals in the country 
from an economic standpoint. It is 
for this reason that serious considera- 


tion should be given to them. 


North Carolina’s questionnaire 
shows how important it is for the corn 
growers of the middle west to kill 
every rat they can find. The answers 


showed that about five and a half per 
cent of the stored corn in that state 
was destroyed each year by rats. Based 


on this report the annual loss to stored 
corn in the United States would be 


more than $70,000,000, according to 
the National Association of Farm. 


Equipment manufacturers. 
There seems’ to be no end to the 
damage caused by rats. They have 


such a persistent habit of gnawing 
that their damage is not limited to 


‘the great bushelage of grain they eat 


and waste, That runs into millions 
each year. Indirectly they also cause 
heavy damage by starting fires and 
flooding buildings. They gnaw the in- 


sulation off electric light wires, which 


in turn start fires, and they actually 


are known to have eaten holes 
‘through lead and wooden water pipes. 
Often in hidden places they burrow
